the inferiority of «orne ol our manufac­ 
tures, particularly broadcloths, in com­ 
parison with aimilar productions of other 
countries; and those who have had op­ 
portunities of making the comparison 
will scarcely be disposed to controvert 
the disparagement. 
The general ten­ 
dency for many years has been in most 
of our great branches of production, to a 
deterioration of quality. 
The cause of 
this progressive decline has been the ri 
valry of producer»— in the contest the less 
scrupulous, and those who had no char­ 
acter to lose, have been constantly aim­ 
ing to catch a market for their goods by 
comparativo lownete ol prico; w inch 
they have sought to accomplish by suc­ 
cessive and almost imperceptible inroads 
on the quality. 
The absoluto inferiority 
has been commonly concealed by some 
artifice in finishing, or what is called 
dressing, which hus served to deceivo u 
superficial inspection ; and the delusion 
has been successful, because the great 
mass of final purchasers of manufactured 
gooda are very imperfect judges of the 
nice shades of quality. 
The ordinary 
run of buyers are governed more by the 
price which they have to pay for an 
•rticle, than by the sterling quality of the 
material which they are purchasing.— 
Oueof :ho most obvious effects of this 
gradual reception of sale prices has been 
(he spread of consumption ; tlio mnuu. 
facturer has brought himsolf within the 
rsngo of a much extended circle of pur 
chasers, and consequently the manufac­ 
ture is vastly stimulated. 
But at the 
same time, the extension of the system 
of producing low.priced goods has grad 
ually drawn the most skilful and the 
moat conscientious manulaciurcrs into 
the same vortex ; those who could and 
would do better things, have by degrees 
been driven to adopt the art* of their ri­ 
vals, in order to keep their standing in 
the market.

E x p lo s iv e C o t t o n . —A Swiss chem­ 
ist, Prof. Schoubcm, has succeeded, us 
we learn from a foreign print, in prepar* 
ing a specimen of cotton more inflamma­ 
ble than gunpowder and exploding with 
• capsule. Several trials have been made 
with it. 
At one time, a small quantity, 
equal to the sixteenth part of an ounce, 
placed in a gun, carried tho ball with 
■uch force that it perforated two planks 
at a distance of 58 paces ; and at anoth­ 
er time, with the same charge, and at the 
tame distance, drove a ball into a wall 
to the depth of 3 3 4 inches. 
In some 
other experiments, a drachm of cotton 
sent a ball of three quarters of an ounce 
in weight to a distance of 200 paces, 
where it penetrated a deal plank to the 
depth of 2 inches. 
A portion of this cot. 
ton, when placed on an anvil, and «truck 
with a hammer, caused a loud detona, 
tion, without, however, the cotton taking 
fire. 
The cotton ia said to be of a very j 
superior quality, nnd, what ia most ex. I 
iraordinary, its inflammable property is I 
net destroyed by ita being thrown into 
water and afierwarda dried.
